Cates of 
Prejudice Against Women 
Practitioners 
Excite 
Comment — 
Proof of Their Rarity— The'Advance 
In 
England— India 
Absorbs 
Hun­ 
dreds of Women. 


The last report of the United States 
Commissioner of Education gave the 
number of women studying mcdicine 
in this country as 1,219, The number 
seems Insignificant compared with the 
25.538 men medical .students reported, 
and In consideration of the growing 
regard in which women doctors are 
held, 
It may bo said that the last 
remnant of prejudice against 
them 
has vanished in the United States, and, 
with occasional exceptions, in Eng- 
’ land. 
The case of Dr. Ethel Vernon 
occupied a good deal of space In the 
London papers recently, showing tho 
rareness of prejudice there. Dr. Ver­ 
non was appointed to fill a vacancy In 
the staff of the Western Dispensary, 
Westminster, but her appointment was 
cancelled at the end of six weeks be­ 
cause the honorary consulting surgeon, 
a man of high standing in the pro­ 
fession, resigned rather than serve 
with a woman. 
It was frankly ad* 
mitted that Dr, Vernon’s qualifications 
were higher than the man’s whoso 
name had been proposed for the ap* 
pointment, that she was very popular 
with the rest of the staff and with 
the patients, and the Board of Govern* 
ors came’in for considerable criticism 
from medical men. 
The consulting 
surgeon's triumph was voted an alto­ 
gether unenviable one. 
In an article written by Dr. Helen 
McMurchy of 
Toronto, 
Canada, in 
American Medicine, tribute is paid 
to the courtesy shown by many men 
doctors from the beginning. “It is not 
to bo forgotten that if women have 
learned the art of healing, man have 
taught it to them, in the first in­ 
stance, at least. 
Many medical men 
did this willingly and cheerfully, some 
did it con amore, with a generous en­ 
thusiasm.’* A notable Instance given 
is the founding of the London School 
of Medicine for Women. In 1SG9 five 
women applied for admission to the 
medical college of the University of 
Edlnboro, and regulations were passed 
permitting them to enter. 
The Sen- 
atus Academicus, however, refused to 
arrange for the instruction of the wo­ 
men, asserting that the University 
Court had exceeded its legal power in 
admitting them. 
Tho 
five women 
brought action against the university, 
but lost on appeal. 
They then went 
to London, v/here they found a friend 
in one of the prominent physicians 
then In practice, Dr. Anstle. He was 
not only a distinguished practitioner 
and writer, but possessed great per­ 
sonal influence. 
In 
his house was 
held a private meeting, at which was 
founded the first medical school for 
women in Great Britain. 
Dr. Anstle 
had drawn so many eminent men and 
women to the meeting that the suc­ 
cess of the movement was assured, 
and within a few weeks the school 
was started, with twenty-three stu­ 
dents and a remarkable staff of in­ 
structors. 
Before the first class had 
finished its courso hospital instruction 
in the Royal Free Hospital was se­ 
cured for v,^omen, and the University 
of Loudon decided to admit to its 
medical examinations and degrees. 
The school has now 200 students, 
and its graduates 
have 
taken thir 
share of honors both In England and 
abroad. 
India absorbs the majorlt5 
of English women doctors. The Lady 
Dufferin fund enables thousands of 
poor women to avail themselves of 
medical aid, and many women doctors 
are needed in this practice alone. Sev­ 
eral native rulers, as for instance the 
enlightened Nizam of Hyderabad, have 
established hospitals 
for women in 
their states, and are glad to get Eng­ 
lish women doctors to serve in them. 
There are in all 247 hospitals, dispen­ 
saries, etc., in India, entirely under tho 
charge of women. A woman doctor, 
Mrs.Stewart-Deacon,has recently been 
appointed Government officer of health 
for the Gold Coast Colony, Africa, a 
position which involves the inspection 
of a number of towns, Assistant med­ 
ical ofllcers in the Quarantine Depart­ 
ments at Port Said and Suez are wo­ 
men. In plague duty In India and at 
the South African concentration camps 
women doctors are employed, and one 
of these. Dr. Alice Cathorn, who had 
charge of the General Plague Hospital 
at Poona, has recently J^oen given the 
Kaiser-i-Hind medal for public service. 
At least three English women physi­ 
cians have been thus honored. 
“It 
should be 
repiembered," writes Dr. 
MacMurchy, “that much of the distinc­ 
tion and success of English women 
physicians is duo to the fact that they 
and tlieir friends founded the New 
Hospital, officered entirely by women, 
and that the work done by the doctors 
there In advanced surgery, medicine, 
clinical teaching, and the various de­ 
partments of specialitsts' work showed 
that these higher walks of medicine 
were not beyoud them.'' 
In Great Britain, as in America, wo­ 
men physicians serve as medical offi­ 
cers on charity boards, in insane asy­ 
lums, etc. The general post-office has, 
for years employed Dr. Edith Shove to 
look after the health of the women 
clerks. 
As inspectors of boarded-out 
children, resident doctors at children's 
institutions and general health super­ 
visors in girls' schools they are great­ 
ly in demand. 
On the Continent the woman doctor 
Js slowly but 
steadily pushing her 
way. 
Four hundred and six women 
are studing medicine In Germany, but 
their position is rather difficult, as 
they are only allowed to attend lec­ 
tures under humiliating coflditions. In 
l^yi two womea passed t^he state ex- 


amination for medical practitioners in 
Freiburg, Baden, and are said to b# 
tho first to be admitted to the profes­ 
sion In Germany, 
In Russia, on the other hand, many 
women practitioners hold Government 
appointments. 
The Poor Law Ser­ 
vice, tho County and City Medical Ser- 
vice, and tho 
Municipal Ambulance 
Service all havo women on their staff. 
Eighty-five women are practising med­ 
icine in France. 
In Austria women 
began to study medicine in 1897 and 
within a year fifty women were regis­ 
tered as students. In Italy there are 
about twenty womon doctors. One of 
them, It is said. Is physician to tho 
queen. In Sweden, Norway, Denmark, 
Holland, Switzerland, and the Slav 
countries the labors of medical wo­ 
men have received approbation and re­ 
ward, There are several successfully 
practising In Turkey, Egypt, Persia, 
and the East. An English woman Is 
reported to be court physician in Co­ 
rea. 
Of the opportunities offered to wo­ 
men in medicine on this side of the 
Atlantic it Is 
hardly

States or in Canada, 
The examina 
tions and degrees 
of all 
Canadian 
universities are open to women, and 
the Woman's Medical College at To 
ronto has been available since 1883, 
The number of appointments open 
to American women is large, and Is 
constantly increasing. 
In Massachu­ 
setts as far back as 1884 a state en 
actment made the appointment of wo­ 
men as assistant physicians in insane 
asylums mandatory. New York state 
provides many places for women phy 
slclans. 
Until recently no city hos- 
pltal admitted 
women internes, but 
since Gouverneur took the lead others 
will undoubtedly follow. 
The work 
of Dr. Emily Dunning has been highly 
spoken of at Gouverneur, where she 
has served nearly two years. She took 
her turn at ambulance duty, and per­ 
formed many difficult and not alto­ 
gether agreeable 
emergency district 
operations on the streets; the Gouver­ 
neur district including a part of the 
town noted for its casualities. 
There are close to eighty names of 
women physicians In the business di­ 
rectory of New York. In the Greater 
city there must be several 
hundred 
women in practice.—^New York Post.

It Is All Turned to 
Profitable 
Use— 
Nothing Wasted. 
The sewage of the city of Berlin is 
disposed of by conveying the liquid 
matter to two sewage farms 
about 
eight miles from the city, the one on 
tho north being known as Blanden- 
burg and the other as Mallowe. 
The German plan consists in depos* 
iting the sewage up on the farm and 
discharging it at various points, so as 
to make the distribution equal 
and 
uniform. At various points wells, or 
reservoirs, are established, and by the 
use of a simple wooden appliance the 
sewage Is held or discharged, as the 
management 
of the farm 
requires. 
The contents of the little reservoirs 
are spread by gravity over small sew­ 
age fields, the surfaces of which are 
practically as nature left them. 
Vegetables, fruit trees, shrubs and 
things of similar growth assist 
in 
taking up the sewage by natural proc­ 
esses, and the earth does the rest by 
absorption, the air and atmosphere as­ 
sisting. The organic matter is thus 
discharged in vegetable growth, and 
the lio.uid is‘ carried off through the 
pores of the earth. The farm is a gar­ 
den of all the beautiful things that 
nature produces, and the product is 
sold on the provision counters’ of the 
city. 
The interesting feature of this par­ 
ticular farm is that the effluent or re­ 
sulting water is so purified that it is 
collected in a reservoir and pumped 
thence back to Berlin, to 
replenish 
the domestic water supply. 
Sanlta)*y engineers advise alternate 
use of these filtration beds for 
the 
purpose, among others, as is stated, of 
giving the beds “a rest,” up on tho 
theory that they will do better work 
if used only intermittently,—London 
Dally Mall.

More Animals Killed. 
Another herd of cattle infected with 
foot and mouth disease was discovered 
Thumlay within a short distaiu*e of the 
Kneller farm at Linehoro, C'arroll county, 
where the first outbreak in ^laryland oc- 
currcil. 
The new outbreak is on the farm 
of W. L. Wentz close to tiie Pennsylvania 
state line. Six cows arc infected. The 
case is directly tracable to the same Buffa­ 
lo shipment of cattle, part oi which went 
to the Kneller farm. Seven head of cattle 
were killed on the Wentz farm under di­ 
rection of Dr. McBride, Slaryland State 
Veterinarian, and were buried in a pit 14 
feet long and 7 feet deep which was con­ 
structed by contractor Frank Brenner of 
Hanover. On the early tniin Saturday 
morning contractor Brenner, with a force 
of 13 men, again went to Lineboro, where 
they dug a pit (K) feet long and 7 feet deep 
on the farm of Benjamin Forry, of Hano­ 
ver, tenanU^d by his son, S./H. Forry. 
Satui’day afteriu^on the animals on tlie 
farm were slaughtered in compliance with 
law and in order to prevent the spread of 
the disease. The animals killed on the 
!<\>rry farm comprised 36 head of cattle 
and 1] lujgs.

Already power generated at 
Niagara is being sent a distance of 
more than 125 miles, and it is the in­ 
tention of the Canadian Government 
to increase this distance, says the 
Scientific American, 
Towns In every 
direction about Niagara will be sup­ 
plied. 


An entirely new design In the con­ 
struction of electric lamps has been 
recently brought out, the novel fea­ 
ture of which Is the entire absence, so 
far as the eye is concerned, of all 
wires. 
One-half of the transformer 
is fastened to the under side of a 
table, while the other half Is incor­ 
porated in the base of the lamp 
standard. 
By proper transformer de­ 
sign, it is possible to supply the lamps 
on the standard with electrical energy 
when both parts of the transformer 
are placed one above the other. 
The 
advantages of such an arrangement 
are that no holes need be made In the 
table or coverings for the passage of 
wires; while the lamp itself can be 
removed from the table when so de­ 
sired without disconnecting any wires. 


Doggies Dine With Owner», 
Most restaurants have a rule which 
forbids a patron from bringing a dog 
to the table, but in Brooklyn one eat­ 
ing house proprietor has found it 
profitable to cater to women who 
have a fondness for dogs and a desire 
to have them for table companions.

Groves at Bowdoin 
College and £Uot Ai- 
fectcd—Experts Stu­ 
dying the Blight.

A peculiar blight has appeared iu 
the white pine timber growth of Now 
England which Is puzzling the 
ex­ 
perts of the vario\is State Forestry 
Departments and those of the Nation­ 
al Government. 
It is doing a great 
deal of damage all over the North­ 
east, but Its cause has not yet been 
determined, and to observe its de­ 
velopment more accurately 
experi­ 
mental stations have been estal)lish- 
ed at Brunswick, Me., and Peterbopo^ 
N. H., conducted much like the ob­ 
servation wards of hospitals. 


The disease first appeared four or 
five years ago, but It was some time 
before It was aotlced to be peculiar 
to white pine. 
It was »first noticed 
extensively at Concord, N. H., and 
not until the summer of 1906 did it 
begin to be reported from various 
other parts of New England. At first 
only a few trees would be affected 
in a particular place, then the blight 
would hreak out In places near ihe 
original seat of the trouble, and soon 
It ‘began to be realized 
that 
the 
blight must be contagious. 


lEarly in the* Spring of 1907 the 
blight became prevalent In all parts 
of New England. 
Since 
then 
its 
ravages hav 2 been •vep''rted In New 
Yortc, New Jersey, and Pennsylvania. , 
It still flourishes most extensively, 
however, in .New England in what 
is called the White Pine Belt, run­ 
ning througli Southwestern 
Maine, 
.Southern New Hampshire, and North­ 
ern Massachusetts. 
It Is commenc­ 
ing to spread also Into Rhode Island 
and Connecticut. 


The blight Is easily recognized by 
the appearance of a reddlsh-'brown 
tinge on the tips of even the newest 
needles. The tips of the needles are 
almost always affected first, though 
in a few Instances the middle or 
base of the needles 
have 
turned 
brown, leaving the tip green. A tree 
attacked by the blight appears as 
If it had been scorched by fire or 
sprinkled 
with, 
brown 
dye. 
The 
needles of the white pine fall after 
two years, so there are always con­ 
stantly at least two different kinds 
of foliage on a tree. It Is a peculiar 
feature of the disease that In the ma­ 
jority of cases the newest needles 
are those affected first, the blight 


NEW TYPE OF FLYINQ MACHINE. 


Bmlft Berliner*« Description of Hta 
^'Aeromoblle" 
Emile iBerliner of Washington» D. 
C„ Inventor of the telenhone trans^ 
mltter now In general u.se, who has 
b^en experimenting wltii the 
heli­ 
copter type of flying machine, has is­ 
sued a statement outlining the es­ 
sential points of his machine, which 
he calls the **aeromoblle.’* He says; 
‘*I have lately constructed an ex­ 
perimental propeller of such power 
that, placed horizontally, It Is cai)- 
abl^e of lifting 3G0 poundi lu a calm 
straight up into the air. 
•‘There Is no gas bag and no aero­ 
plane, simply a motor, weighing 100 
pounds, some framework, gearing, and 
a two-bladed fan» the latter having 
a surface of about thirty-six square 
feet. Moreover, the whole «apparatus, 
outside the seat of the operator, la 
entirely 
of steel 
*and 
aluminum, 
imd Is built substantially and for 
practical use. 
In order to propel tht> 
aeromoblle horizontally the propeller 
will have to be tilted forward, and 
I have calculated that w’hlle this 
would reduce the lifting power less 
than 3 per cent.,' the resulting for- 
W'ard thrust would be one-quart'er of 
the lifting pressure. 
“It Is ^an accepted theory whicli 
has been proved by practical tests 
that a propeller moving forward is 
more efficient than when moored fast 
in one position. 
Hence, the lifting 
power of an aeromoblle ‘would 
in­ 
crease in free flight. 
Generally con­ 
sidered, It is necessary to have two 
propellers revolving In opposite direc­ 
tions In order to steady the machinti 
and prevent It from turning around 
Its onvn axis in a direction opposite 
the motion of the single propeller. 
'*A peculiar Importance of these 
experiments lies in the fact that a 
power propeller, capable 
of 
flying 
strlght upward, with 
an 
operator, 
when attached vertically to a mod­ 
ern aeroplane, would force the lat­ 
ter through the air at a very blgh 
speed, probably from seventy-five to 
one hundred miles an hour, and would 
double the present speed of dirigible 
balloons. 
“I am planning also to apply small 
a'Groplanes to this apparatus"'of Just 
enough surface to help In lifting and 
In landing. 
There will be the usual 
rudders, such as are used on dirigi­ 
bles and earoplanes."'

White Phosphorus In Match Manufac­ 
ture to Be Prohibited. 
After many years of agitation the 
use of tlie deadly white phosphorus 
In the manufacture of matches Is 
soon to be prohibited. 
A bill back­ 
ed by Herbert Gladstone and Her­ 
bert Samuel with this object In view 
was introduced in the House of Com­ 
mons last week, and fuller details 
of the measure, which was issued 
from the printers on Saturday, will 
give satisfaction to the thousands of 
people employed in this dangerous 
trade. 
The Government's action Is .the In- 
not reaching the needles of the year 
result of the Berne labor con- 
before until later. 
On a tree that 
has been affected with the blight for 
more than a year the needles that 
have already suffered 
are 
usually 
dried up and withered and the new 
foliage stunted, bunched up, and un­ 
developed. 


Trees of all slz*es and ages, whether 
standing In the open or In the woods, 
are susceptible to the blight, with 
two 
exceptions—»big, 
full-crowned 
trees, of a diamet'er of eighteen in­ 
ches or more, standing In .the open, 
and the Interior trees of a dense 
growth. 
Otherwise the health or lo­ 
cation of a tree or the character of 
fho soli wbere it grows seems to 
make no difference. 
Whether a tree, once attacked, ever 
recovers from the blight, has not 
yet been settled, but from the ob­ 
servations made so far it Avould seem 
that the blight is fata/. 
Usually a 
tree dies In two years. 
Some, how­ 
ever, drag along for several years, 
showing the blight season after sea- 
•i son, but not succumbing entirely to 
it^ A few have died In three or four 
months, and instances of complete 
recovery have been very unusual. A 
tree killed by the blight seems to 
be attacked quickly by borers and 
other wood destroyers, and is ruln- 
id much more speedily than a tree 
^ h a t lias died from some other cause. 
The »financial damage 
from 
the 
blight so far has not been very great. 
Whole stands, or growths, have not 
yet been destroyed, the blight ap- 
X)earlng in scattered instances. 
If, 
however, some remedy. is not speed­ 
ily found to check the blight's pro­ 
gress, the damage is bound to »be 
great. 
This loss would include not 
only the actual stumpage value of 
the trees for lumber, but their value 
:iis ornamental and pleasure groves. 
Two of the most severely affected 
localities in Maine have been the 
beautiful grove of pines at 
Bruns­ 
wick, owned by 
Bowdoin 
College, 
v>’hich are 
inseparably 
interwoven 
with the traditions and history of tho 
college, and the Greenacre Confer- 
ince Grounds at Eliot, which are vis­ 
ited every year by hundreds of pleaii- 
ure and health seekers. 
• Oonslderabie young 
growth 
fcias 
been killed and this phase of the 
disease is even more important than 
the destruction of the mature trees. 
Great alarm Js expressed by the peo­ 
ple of the affected districts^ as the 
lilgh commercial value, 
rapidity 
of 
growth, hardness and freedom from 
injury of the white pine timber have 
combined to make it the most popu­ 
lar and valuable tree of the New Kaf- 
land States.—New York Times,

business of match-making. 
Its em­ 
ployment, moreover, is highly dan­ 
gerous to the 
workpeople, 
for 
it 
gives rise to the painful disease of 
necrosis of the Jaw, commonly known 
as **phossy jaw.'' 
This disease ha3 
much the same effect on those at­ 
tacked by it as that of leprosy, a.nd 
it works the same horrible ravages 
on the face and hands. 
The bill, If it passes Into law, will 
not only forbid the use of white 
phosphorus In the manufacture of 
matches but will also make it illegal 
for any one to sell or Import matches 
in the making of which white phos­ 
phorus has been used.—London Daily 
Chronicle. 


The Malacca Wildcats. 


In t'he forests of Malacca and oth­ 
er Islands In the Indian Ocean may 
still be found the animal known as a 
wildcat. 
The upper parts of It are 
generally of a clear yellow color with 
black spots; the lower parts are 
white with black s]>ots also.
